REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a moldable 
product of a blend of an amorphous starch with a degree of substitution of about 1 .1 to 
about 2.5 with a biodegradable polyester, as required by independent claims 86, 93 and 
98 is not suggested nor disclosed in the prior art of record. 

2. Closest prior art includes : 

a. Hubbs (US 5281 691 ), which discloses blends of polyhydroxyalkanoates 
with starch esters, however the degree of substitution of said esters is not 
disclosed nor suggested in the prior art. 

b. Billmers (US 5321 132), which discloses a process of making starch 
esters, however the use or benefits of said esters as moldable products is not 
suggested nor disclosed. 

c. Clendinning (US 3931 068), which discloses a blend of caprolactone based 
polymers with natural starches such as tree bark and other, non-man modified, 
starches, however the use of substituted esters of the claims is not suggested 
nor disclosed.
